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FOREWORD 


Durinc the last thirty years, there has been, particularly in England, a great re- 
vival of interest in the rich literature of the madrigal period, and with it a marked 
growth in the cultivation of a cappella singing. Scholarly editors have, with pains- 
taking care, put into modern notation hundreds of madrigals, canzonets, ballets, 
sonnets, and pastorals of the vocal polyphonic school of the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries. The determined efforts of the Papal authorities to raise the 
standard of music in the Roman Catholic Church has also quickened interest in 
the pure beauty of the motets of Palestrina, Lotti, Vittoria, Allegri, Morales, and 
others; and, at the same time, the ever-growing interest in the mighty Bach has 
brought in its train the study of the more available works of Praetorius, di Lasso, 
Arcadelt, and others. The reprinting of much of the noble a cappella music of the 
Russian church has been another potent influence. 


In our own country, interest in a cappella music was first manifested in the forma- 
tion of various Choral Art Societies. This beginning was made nearly forty years 
ago in New York by Dr. Frank Damrosch with the Musical Art Society (1893-1920), 
thirty years ago in Boston by Wallace Goodrich with the Choral Art Society (1902- 
1908), followed a year later in Pittsburgh by Charles N. Boyd with the Cecilia Choir 
(1903) he still conducts. The mid-west pioneers were D. A. Clippinger, who founded 
the Chicago Madrigal Club in 1900; the late Dean Peter C. Lutkin with the North- 
western University A Cappella Choir (1906 —), and Dr. F. Melius Christiansen with 
the St. Olaf Choir of Northfield, Minnesota (1911 —). In 1912, Kurt Schindler 
organized the Schola Cantorum of New York, now conducted by Hugh Ross, and 
a few years later Dr. John Finley Williamson organized the Westminster Choir in 
Dayton, Ohio (1920 —), while Dr. H. Alexander Matthews organized the Choral 
Art Society of Philadelphia in 1921. In the far west, John Smallman founded the 
Smallman A Cappella Choir in Los Angeles in 1925, and John C. Wilcox organized 
the Denver A Cappella Choir in 1928. 


These relatively small groups of picked voices have touched the finer musical life 
in their respective localities, but a wider circle has been reached by the two highly- 
trained organizations that, by extensive concert-tours, have given to thousands | 
their first happy experience of the unique beauty of unaccompanied choral sing- 
ing and pure vocal polyphony. Of these, the St. Claf Choir has, from its start in 
1911, been trained by its organizer, Dr. F. Melius Christiansen. Made up each year 
from the ever-shifting body of students at St. Olaf College, Northfield, Minnesota, 
its beauty of tone-quality, its unerring pitch, its perfection in a rhythm that is never 
inelastic, and the noble character of the music it sings under its inspiring and de- 


voted leader, have given it a unique place in our musical history. When the ques- 
tion of editorship of this pioneer collection of a cappella music arose, it was not 
only natural but logical to turn at once to its distinguished leader. 


Another specially-trained choral group, the Westminster Choir, formerly of Dayton, 
Ohio, now of Princeton, N. J., has travelled extensively under the able leadership 


of its founder and conductor, Dr. Williamson. 


The annual visits of the “English Singers” have, since their first unheralded sea- 
son of 1925, been a potent influence. These six singers were the first to demonstrate 
to us the perfection of vocal chamber-music of the Tudor madrigalian period, and 
to show what a small, balanced group of singers can accomplish by assiduous prac- 
tice under competent leadership; a leadership not without but within the group. 
Through their singing, the refreshing charm of the English madrigal school has 
been made widely known in our country, and the names of Morley (1557-1603), 
Gibbons (1583-1625), Wilbye (1574-1638), Weelkes (c. 1570-1623), Bateson (c. 1570- 
1630), and Byrd (1538-1623) are no longer hidden between the covers of music 
dictionaries and histories. 


These various influences, coupled with the recent extraordinary development of 
music-study in our common schools, have found their natural reflection and se- 
quence in the uprising of fine a cappella group-singing in our best high schools 
and some of our normal schools; just as in recent years our college glee-clubs 


have been transformed. 


It is only lack of leaders of adequate musicianship that has prevented this move- 
ment from a quicker and possibly less normal development. The recent outstand- 
ing achievement of the National High School Chorus has and is reacting most 
favorably on the development of finer choral singing, both in our schools and in 
the community. This book is the outcom=> of this movement, and, in selecting a 
public school editor from the group of music-supervisors who have done outstand- 
ing work in choral leadership, it was only natural to choose Mr. Noble Cain, for 
his Chicago A Cappella Choir, organized in 1930, and the Senn High School Chorus 
have, under his skill and discrimination as a conductor, become conspicuous in 
beautiful a cappella singing by youth who will soon carry their experience into 
manhood and womanhood, and our seething national life.
